hereof  strictly  forbiding  all  our  subjects  within  our  Kingdoms  and 
Dominions  to  reprint  the  same  either  in  the  like  or  in  any  other  volume 
or  volumes  whatsoever  or  to  import  buy,  vend,  utter  or  distribute  any 
coppyes  thereof  reprinted  beyond  ye  seas,  dureing  ye  afores''  terme  of 
14  years  without  the  consent  or  approbacon  of  the  sd  Aaron  Hill,  his 
heires,  execrs  &  a§so  under  his  or  their  hands  &  scales  first  had  and 
obtained  as  they  will  answer  the  contrary  at  their  peril  whereof  ye  Comrs 
and  other  OflBcers  of  our  Customes,  The  IVIaster,  Wardens  &  Company 
of  Staconers,  are  to  take  notice  that  the  same  be  entred  in  ye  Eegister  of 
ye  said  Compa  and  that  due  obedience  be  rendred  thereunto.  G-iven  at 
our  Court  at  S'  James,  y*  nineteenth  day  of  Febry  1708-9.  In  the 
7""  year  of  our  reigne.
